of good will throughout the United 
States the dangers of what fas¬ 
cism is. I don* t think that the peo¬ 
ple of the United States really un- 
derstand what fascism is* 1 think 
they believe that this is something 
foreign, they believe that this is 
something that exists outside the

So I strike an aver¬ 
age of eight." DePugh *s most recent esth 
mate: 25,G(KÏ "hard-core"' members, fully 
trained and armed* plus approxtmately 
65 r ÖÜÜ supjK>rters and recruits undergoïng 
instruction and indoctrination. "Only a 
relatively small percentage of these wÜl 
ever become 'secure’ membeis and be in- 
corporated into the unit chain of oom- 
mand*" DePugh explains* "We make a 
real effort to weed out all die weak links 
in ad va nee; we're looking foT quality, not 
quanuty; one man ready to give his life 
is worth fifiy who *11 crack when the heat 
is on. That's why I reject three out of 
every four membership applications at the 
very outset*" Other estimates range from 
an improbabïe low of 500 (from J, Edgar 
Hoover* who derides the group as a “pa¬ 
per organization," des pi te the attention 
it receïves from his agents) to an equalty 
improbabïe high of 100,000 (by a fervent 
Minuteman in Kansas City), Most 
law-enforcement officials and informed 
journalists believe the organization has 
somewhere between 5000 and 10*000 
members and 30,000 to 40,000 supporters* 
but the “activist"' percentage remains in 
doubt 

Whatever their actual number, there is 
no doubt that the Minutemen have be- 
come a potent force on the ultranght. 
And there is no doubt that the founder 
and national coördinator has traveled a 
long way si nee the bucolic days when he 
peddled veterinary medicines to Midwest 
farmers, Robert Bol ivar DePugh w r as 
bom 45 years ago in Inde pen de nee* Mis¬ 
souri, where his father served umil re- 
cen dy as a deputy sheri ff. (The eIder 
DePugh, now ift his 7Qs, is a fervent 
supporter of his son’s politica! activities 
and a charter member of the Minutemen,) 
Son Robert aiiended the University of 
Missouri for ihree semesters and then 
enlisted in die Army in 1942* serving as 
a radar operator in the Signal Corps 
until he was discharged in 1944 on the 
recommendation of a panel of medical 
examiners* who diagnosed liim as suffer¬ 
ig from a "psychoneurosis* mixed type* 
severe, manifested by anxiety and depres- 
sive features and sthizotd personality. 1 " 

It was during his siïnt in the Service 
that DePugh *s interest in politics was 
fint sparked, as the result of his encou ti¬ 
ter with a number of radar scientists at 
the coast-arüllery installation at Fort 
Af on roe, Vïrginia* who "secmed not to 
hold allegiance to the same flag 1 did, 
ï was really quite naïve poïitrcally in 
those days," he recalïs, "I knew there was 
an unbridgeable guit between our post- 
tïons, hut I didn’t suspect they were 
Communists or at the very least Commu¬ 
nis t-orïented, as ï cm now sec in retro- 
speet was the case. It was ju$t a kind of 
visceral reat tion; I knew in my guts that 
these people weren’t loyal America ns." 

Af ter leaving the Service, DePugh rc- 
turned to college, attending Kansas State, 
the University of Colorado and 1 orka's 
Washburn University—all in rapid suc- 
tession, He was a brjght student but had 
a quicksilver attention span and didn't 
stay at any one school long enough to 
eam a degrec, He was particuLirly inter- 
ested in diemistry and genetics, however, 
and during his days at Kansas State or- 
gaui/ed "The Society for the Ad van ce¬ 
ment of Caninc Genet ics*” whidi at its 
dissolution scvcral years later had 2000 
dog-breeding members across tlie country 
and was affiliated with the International 


Gen et ics Society, 

In 1954, DePugh founded the Biolab 
Corporation in fndependcnce* a pharma- 
'Cutical siqjply Jiouse specïalizing in vitri- 
rnin supplements for dog-food products: 
it foundered in 1955, af ter "djfferences of 
o pin ion” among the stockholders, and 
DePugh workcd lor a dog-lood comparty 
until 1959. when he revitalized Biolab 
in partners)lip with his brotiui Bi 11 and 
moved company headquarters to its pres¬ 
ent site in Norborne, Missouri; Witliin 
a year, Biolab was a thriving venture, 
prodtidng dozens of veterinary-medicine 
products and worth over $250,000. At 35* 
DePugh was Norborne s leading Citizen 
and a prototype small-town-America suc- 
cess story, With a prosperous business, a 
devoted wdfc and six handsome children, 
he a p pea red to h a vc e very t h i ng he 
wanted. But DePugh was restless and dis- 
satïsfied, 

"Until die late Fifties." he remembers* 
"I was so preoccupietl with getting an 
education and earning a living that I 
didn't have any opportimity to (hink 
seriously about politics and forcign 
a ff airs, It was only af ter Biolab becamc 
a success and I found myself with some 
leisure time on my hands that I began to 
really tliink about Lhe way the World was 
heading—and I didn’t like what I saw. I 
began to study ami-Communist litera- 
ture and* suddenly* I grasped the phe- 
n omen al success of the international 
Communist conspiracy, With in 50 years 
af ter lhe Russian Revol ution* it con- 
"irolled one third of the earth's land sur- 
face and populatïon, I realized that if 
this kept up* my children—or at the most 
optimist lc estimate, my grandchildren— 
would be living imder the Marxist boot, 
I dccided that it was my duty to do some- 
thing about it, and stop sittïng back on 
my bult preoccupied with how much 
more money I was going to make this 
vear over last," 

é 

DePugh and a small circle of like- 
mintled friends began discussing the sor¬ 
ry state of die world at weekly poli deal 
seminar and all soon joined tlie John 
Bircli Society, But by the beginning of 
1960 disillusionmetit had set in and they 
came to the reluctant conclusion that the 
Birchers ivere "all talk and no acdon" 
and could liever be politïcally cfFective. 
The tdea of tlie Minutemen first came to 
DePugh during a duck-hunting expedï- 
tion on tlu silo re of an isolated Missouri 
lake with nine of his right-wing fricnds 
in juiie 1969, at the height of the U-2 
crisis. As they crouched in a muddy 
duckblind, one of the party expressed 
apprehension over the international shm 
at ion and another jokingly reassured 
liim, "Wdl* if the Russians inviidc vis, we 
can always come up liere and fight on as 
a guerrilla band." The re’s no record of 
DePiigh’s crying Eureka!* but he began 
discussi ng the idea seriously* and ducks 
were soon forgotten. 'We got to talk ing 
about how bad off the country would be 
in case of tnvasioli*" 1 he recalls, "and how 
a group such as ours could become a 
guerrilla band. We were just talking at 
first, kicking it around. Rut somehow the 
.idea caught on." 

One of the sportsmen* a vetenm of the 
U, S. Army Special Forces, dusted off his 
instruction manuals and the group began 
comlucting twice-weekly seminars in 
guerrilla warfare, with each member as- 
signed a particular held of politica! 
study and ïnstructed to prepare a posi- 
tion paper on its relationship to the 
establishment of an "extralegal” para¬ 
military opposition to the awaited kftist 
lake-over of tlie na tion. Af ter scveral 
months of study and research, DePugh 
symhesized the results tri to the first 
Minuteman manifeste, which postulated 
eight key contlusions in terms oddly 
evocative of the curreiu revolutionary 
jargon of the ultraleft; 

L Our diplomatic war against com- 
mimism has al re adv been losi by 
bunglers or traïtors wiihin our 
own Government, 

2. This diplomatic war has been and 
cominues to be lost by appoimed 
Government olhcïals beyond the 
reach of public opinion. 

3. We cannot win a diplomatic war 
against communism abroad until 
we first estabhsh a gemuneïy pro- 
American Government al home, 

4. A pro-Amcrican Government can 


no longei be established by nor- 
mal jjolitical means, 

5. - The roinoriiy-vote bloes* con- 

trollet! labor unions and corrupt 
[lolirical machines, so compictely 
monoiioli/e tlie American poht- 
ical scene that there is no chance 
for the average American titizen 
to regaïn control of his destiny 
at the ballot box. 

6. A n y ,f Urt lier effort * time or mo n ey 
spent in tryang to save our coun¬ 
try by poHtical means would be 
wasled* 

7* The leaders of most other con- 
servatïve organi/Jïtions privately 
agree ïhat it is politicaliy im pos¬ 
si ble to el eet a conservative Gov¬ 
ernment. 

8. We condude tliat the American 
people are moving inexorably to- 
ward a time of tot al control and 
frnstratioti such as must have 
been feh by rhe people of Buda- 
pest and East Germany wlien 
they finally staged their suicidal 
re vol is. The re f ore* the object ïves 
of the Minutemen are to aban¬ 
don wasteful, uselcss efforts and 
begin mimediately to prepare 
for lhe day when Americam will 
once again fight in the streets for 
their lives and their liheny. ^V ^ e 
feel there is ovenvhclmxng evi¬ 
dente to prove that dus da) must 
come* 

At last* DePugh and his riglit-ihinking 
fricnds were convinccd* the onlv efïec- 

r 

tive tlefense against "the Communist 
menate" had been found: They would 
fight fire with fire. In justilication of his 
decision to launch the Minutemen, he 
cites the 1960 Anmial Report ol ihc 
House Committce on Un-Amerion Ac¬ 
tivities, which concluded: 

Kvems of the past year have ]iro- 
vided convincing cvidcnce that the 
American people cannot rely eom- 
pletely on this country's Armed 
Forces to proleet themselvcs from 
Communist domination and slavery. 
This is not because our military 
forces Jack the power or the will to 
delend this country, hut ral her be- 
ca use die nature oT the attacks being 
made uii lhe United States by its 
major and only significant cnemy 
are so designed as to render conven- 
tïonal military fortes as inefifccirve 
as possi bic for defense purposcs, 

From theouiset, DePugh was undaunt- 
ed by tlie odils against him. ‘We knew 
that the road ahead wasn’t going to be 
easy*"' he says. "But wc also remembered 
Edniuud Burkes tlktum that 'The 
onl) thing neccssïtry lor the triumph ol 
evü is for good men io do not h ing.’ We 
were prepared to put our businesses. our 
freetlom* our ver\ lives on the line—-and 
we have.” 

DePugh s nine fel low duck hunters 
were transmogrifred overnight into the 

National Coordinming Coimcïi of the 
flcdgiing Mimitrmen of America, and 
DePugh appoimed himself national co¬ 
ördinator. All were rank 'amateurs at 
politica! organtzation and, at first, the 
group's progress was ha ft ing. "Our own 
naïvetê was our biggest o hst a de," De¬ 
Pugh remcmïXTs. "None of us had any 
background in even local politics; I was 


a chemist, another founder was a veteri- 
narian and the rest were real-estate 
agents, insurance men and amoworkers. 
’Wc would have had difficuhy getting a 
new Ki wan t$ post off tlie ground, much 
less organizing an cffectïve dandestine 
resista nee movement.” 

As a result of their politica! inexpen- 
ence* few on the ultra right f ruige had 
even heard of the Mï nu temen a vear 
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af ter its for ma tion, and those who had, 
dismissed the group as an mefteciua! 
ca bal of crackpots issuing grandiose 
pronundamen tos on guerrilla warfare 
from the padded comfort of their arm- 
chairs. But slowJy* a hard core of dïsci- 
phned actzvists l>egan gravitating to 
DePugh: disgumtled ami-Semites chafing 
at the John Bircli Society’s "soft" posi- 
lion on Jews* nigger happy American 
Nazis disgusted with Gcorge Lincoln 
Rockwell\ "dCHiotfung" approach and 
diffilhmnned dropouu from “responsible” 
outfits such as lhe Reverend Billy ismes 
Haigis’ Chrbtian Crusade, Surroundcd 
by tliis huiulful of faithful a post les, the 
paramilitary messiah spread his nets on 

CónsCrvative waters, The catcli. tliough 
initially small. was promistng. "We 
needed men reatb to kiJI or be killed for 
their country," DePugh says ol the lean 
earlv vears. "and we found them," De- 
PughA lift? now had new direct ion and 
purpose: he had di^cmeretl the road for 
which he’d searched and he was prepared 
to travel it to the end 

Ii is nol ,m easy task for an outsider to 
map that road, for DePugh had avoided 
public commcni on tlu ultimate destiua- 
lion of his moiement; armed re vol ution. 
The stated motivations and aspiraiions 
of the Minutemen * as set fonh in De- 
Pugh’s volumïnous propaganda* appear 
simple: to prepare for a Communist in- t 
vasion or uprising that can be resisted 
only by an underground paramilitary 
force. Minuteman leaders claim private- 
ly* liowever* that their aim is not to 
estabhsh "self-dcfense” dvilian auxil- 
iaries to aïd tïie -\mied Forces in a na* 
liomil emergenev but to overthrow and 
replace the United States Government 
ihrough insunection; and the Alinme- 
men confidently pmlict that the day is 
approaching when they will be able to 
come out of hiding and forcïbly seize the 
reins of power in a na tion wracked by 
rad al violence and econom ie chaos, In 
the ensuing strugglc, Minutemen leaders 
say they are quite prepared to utïlïze all 
the tools of subversion—sabotage* assassi- 
nation* terrorist atlaiks—not against a 
liypothetical Comrmuiist invader* but 

against their own Government, which 
they consider riddled with card-carrying 
Reds and lel low travel eis. 

Af ter por ing over himdrcds of pages 
ol Minuteman literature—ïnchuling De- 
Pugh’s Bhteprint /or Vjcioiy, the 
movemem's Mem Kampf —tlris rejx>rter 
rcaHzed that linie could be learued of 
the orgatiizaïions real si rat eg y or tilt ï- 
male aims tluough it^ propaganda and 
even k^ss through newspaper accounts of 
Miiuiternan activity* which amount to 
linie more thau a running account of 
arrests and convictions* To unravel the 
skein of the group's operations and dis¬ 
cover how serious a menate it aciually

constimtes—as well as to find out what 
raakes individual ^Mïnutemcn riek—I 
phoned DePughat Iris office in Iudepejid- 
ence, MUsouri (na noria! headquartcrs of 
his Patriotic Party), and requested an 
interview.

joumalists tluti as DePugh's legal prob- 
lems multiplied Ire had grown increasingly 
rliary of the prcss, which he vicwed us 
a ' iiandniaiden öl the Cominuiiist cou- 
spiracy. 1 ' Bul I was greetcd with tmex- 
peaed cordiality: ’Ttii tied tip for rlie 
next five days, bot 111 sec you next week 
and give you as mueh time as you need/' 
he pronrised. “No later, though. After tliat 
Til he—tied up.” 

In die interim, he snggesied I speak to 
Roy Frankhouser, Jr., in Reading. Perm- 
sylvania, Grand Dragon of the PenmyJ va¬ 
nia Kil Klux Rian and regional poli tic al 
coördinator of the Mi nu temen. He gave 
me Frank houders numl>er and rang oif. 1 
rcachetl Frankhouser that even mg, and 
after some inituil sparring managed to 
convmce him that 1 had no kleological 
ax to grind. We arranged to meet two 
nights laten one of his men wou hl piek 
me up at Reading's airport and drive 
me to an unidemffied destinat ion where 
Frankhouser would bc waning. It sound- 
cd rnildly melodramatic but 1 agreed. 
AVe've got something laid on for that 
rtight/’ Frankhouser said enigmatically. 

‘ ff you’re lucky, we nught even let you 
m on it. 

The Reading trip wasn't one I would 
easily forget. I was mei at the airport by 
a smalheyed man wïio identified himself 
as "Roger,” Half an hour later, after 
changing cars twice, we rendezvouscd 
with Frankhouser and bis aide, Bob 
Richland, the imperial Nighthawk of the 
state K. K, K. in the darkened \ rking lot 
of a Pennsylvania rond house, vs Frank- 
houser and Richland jackknifea ïnro the 
back scat beskle me, Roger was resrive 
and impatïcnt, 

"You're tweiiiy mi nut es late,” he sauk 
in a hoarse wTrispcr I'd at fint thought 
was an afïectarion but later learned was 
his normal speaking voice. "They’re ex- 
peering us at eleven." 

“There was a wreek down the raad,” 
said Richland. ‘They had some girl 
laid out on the highwa) with her lace 
bashed in. Her no«c must have been 
smashed all the way back into her skuïl; 
the whole top of her head looked like 
pink jelly/' He was visibly upset. A welk 
groomed, fanky man in his late 30s, he 
sat hunched over, tugging nervousty at 
the knot of his rcgtmcntal-stripe tie— 
I wondered how his Ivy League taste had 
survived the change to Klan regalia^— 
and wipmg a crumpled sük handkerchief 
back and forth under his chin. "It was 
terrible. They T ll never save her looks, 
and she must have been a pretty girl, 
too. White/’ he added. 

Obvtousïy dïscpmfitcd by his lieuten- 
arit's squeamishness, Frankhouser reached 
over to slum the car door shut and told 
Roger to get going. "We'11 have to kill. 
lots of young girls before this fight is 
over/’ he grumed. "Black and white/ 1 ' 
He was a slight young man of 29 wilh 
dosecroppcd black hair, a pendl-thin 
mustache and one good eye, Articulate 
and sophisticated, he was a type more 
likely to be fotmd debating Marcuse in 
campus New Left salons than regaling 
red-necks in the sa tin sheets of a K, K. K. 
Grand Dragon. 

Ridiland didn’t reply and Roger 
pulled the car out onto the highway lead- 
ing to Pottsville. ït was an overcast, bit- 
terly cold night in late February and we 
we re headed for an as-yet-u n ex plained 
Minuteman maneuver in the Appalach- 
ian Moumains. 1 was to be the firn jour¬ 
nalist induded on such an "action 
mission/ asopposed io Standard training 
drills, and Frankhouser cautioned me to 
stay in the background. 

"Some of the guys didn't want you 
along/' Jie explaïned, "and they re liable 
to be a lil tic edgy.” He smiled and 
added: "Some of them think it miglu bc 
a good idea ïf you didn't come back, Tt f s 
preüy wild country up there and you 
can hide a lot of tJiings—even nosy 
rc]x>rtcrs/' " ** 

His little joke over, he slapped my 
shoulder with bonhomie. "Don't worry/' 
hc said heartily. “Wedon't mïnd pubhd- 
ty ihis time/’ 

As Roger's muil spat te red gray Ford 
pulled into die snowy foothills, Frank- 
h o user finally ex plained the purpose of 
the missron: "We’vé got an underground 
bunker up diere we use for storing heavy

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is possible—inchiding a right-wing mke- 
over." 

"Have Mimiiemen been involved in 
indring the race riots?" I asked. 

"You mean shooting at lïoth sides to 
heat tlirngs up?"

He lit a cigarette 
and chuckled expansively. "Tonight we 
blow the place up." 

By now we had left the main highway 
and we re ca reen ing precipitously ap the 
mountainside. The Imperia! Nighthawk, 
still shaken by his brush with nonide- 
o logt cal violen ce, sta red out the sleet- 

laccd window, but Frankhouser waxed 
loqiiacious, studiousïy disregard ing the f 
cautionary looks Rcrger occasionally 
darted over one shoulder. 

' We've got hundreds of bunkers like 
this all over the country/’ he boasted, 
"all of them packed with machine guns, 
monars and automatic iveaf>ons—and 
that’s in addition to the caches of arms 
we wrap in plastic and bury under¬ 
ground.

I asked Frankhouser how the Minu te¬ 
men planned to accomplish their seizure 
ïif power.

7 PANTHERS BUSTED 


Seven members of Milwaukee's 
Chapter of the Black Panther Party 
have been arrested or ticketed in 
six different incidents since last 
Thursday. And the Panthers feel 
that the poiice are out to get them. 

One Panther aceused the eopsof 
trying <( to bust as many people as 
they possibly can on in i sdemeanors 
and any other charges they can 
get* * - 

In some of the arrests, Party 
members were slngled out by the 
poüce even though they were with 
a crowd of persons, anyone of 
whom could have been arrested, the 
Panther said. 

He re are the arrest Incidents in 
chronological sequence: 
THURSDAY * Howard u DöC Ap- 
ples 1 * Harrelson was charged with 
illegal parking at the corner of 3th 
and State Sts. Panthers said that 
the ïight was abouttoturn red when 
Harrelson stopped his car and let 
two passengers out. Before the 
door was closed, a sheriff sdeputy 
yelled to get the car moving, said 
the Panthers, but Harrelson re- 
fused to run the Ught which was 
still red. The deputy then pulled 
hlm over and ticketed him. 

The Panthers said that Harrel¬ 
son asked the deputy for hls Iden¬ 
tification, but he refused to show 
it saylng he didn't have to prove 


anything. 

FRIDAY - Felix Welch, field lie- 
utenant, was arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct, after he spoke 
over a bullhorn to Müwaukee 14 
supporters outside the courtroom 
where 11 of the 14 werebeing sen¬ 
ten eed. 

SATÜRDAY- Gene Epps was ar¬ 
rested for lol te ring outside the 
Oasis Theater at 2626 W # Center 
st. The theater was belng picketed 
by black teenagers because re- 
portedly children we re for eed to sit 
on the Hoor. Epps was selling Black 
Panther newspapers at the time of 
the arrest. 

Also arrested for disorderly 
conduct was Robert“Curley* f Wat- 
son, president of theNAACF Youth 
CounciL 

SATÜRDAY - Nate Bellamy, lïeu- 
tenant of Information was charged 
with carrylng a concealed weapon 
and failure to yield toanunmarked 
poüce car after he wasrammedby 
the pollce at an intersectiom Bel- 
lamy is in County General Hospi¬ 
ta! with a broken leg and head in- 
juries and is under poiice secur- 
ity. 

Bellamy and other witnesses 
stated that the si ren and fïash- 
ing Ught was off in the poiice car. 
Poiice contend they we re on* 

The Panthers said that Bellamy 


had been visited in the hospita! by 
FBI agents seeking Information on 
the Party. 

SATÜRDAY - James Johnson was 
charged with carrying a concealed 
weapon as a result of a stroll in 
the vlclnity of the Cross Luthern 
Church, 1281 N, I6th St. where the 
Panthers we re holding a rally. 

Johnson was stopped and frisked 
because poüce said, he matchedthe 
descripüon of a persen who had just 
damaged a büs, The poiice dis¬ 
co ve red that he wasn'tthebus van- 
dal and in the process they al- 
legedly disco ve red the weapon, 
SUNDAY - Darkin Gentry, Captain 
of Defense, and Jesse White were 
arrested outside the Oasis Theater 
for disorderly conduct, Gentry, 
White and two other Panthers had 
gone to the theater to talk to the 
management about the issue of sit- 
üng kids on the floor. The teen¬ 
agers were plcketing again. 

On their way out of the thea- 
rer, the pollce had arrived and told 
everyone to move away from the 
door, The Panthers said that the 
crowd was backing away, but not 
fast enough for the pollce, who 
starled shoving a Black Panther, 

This created a hassle which re- 
sulted in the arrests, said the Pan¬ 
thers. 



Fascist Milwaukee Pigs Attempt 
To Bait Panthers Into Shootout 


The FBI today arrested Reies 
Lopez Tijerina, leader of Alianza 
(AUiance of Fr^j States) 
actlve in the southwestern States. 
Tijerina was arrested after U.S, 
District Court Judge Howard Brat- 
ton revoked his appeal bondissued 
after hts convicüon in 1967 on char¬ 
ges of assaulting a federal offi¬ 
ce r. A motion asking for the re- 
vocatlon had been flled by the U.S. 
Attorney's office. The grounds for 
the revocation were the arrest of 
Tijerina on the previous Sunday 
when he was charged with setting 
Üre to a sign ln a National Fo- 
rest. Tijerina *s group, Alianza, 


claims title to much of the South¬ 
west on the grounds that the land 
had been illegally stolen from 
Latin ancestors. The 1967 inci¬ 
dent grew out of an attempt by 
Alianza members to make a series 
of citizens arrests as provided 
under state law. Alianza has not 
glven up on this pracüce. Since 
June 3 of this year, Alianza mem¬ 
bers have attempted to make ciü- 
zen's arrests of Supreme Court 
Chief Justlce Warren Berger, New 
Mexico Governor David Cargo, 
scientlst Dr, Norrls Bradbury, and 
Special U.S, Forest Service Agent 
James Evans. 


DOWN ON THE FLOOR 


At about 1:00 A,M. Thrusday 
morning, the pigs started their 
week-16 maneuvers on the Black 
Panther office ln Milwaukee. This 
time they plantod detonators in the 
back yard and tan some shit down 
about responding to gun shots when 
the detonators went off. 

Security reports that squadcars 
had been in the area in mass for 
at least an hour before. 

As it went down many of the 
members were a eouple of blocks 
away. After the call from security, 
some came back to the building, 
circüng for a while on foot. In 
the mean time the Party security 


patrol, who were unawaretoa bro- 
ther betng in troubie entered the 
area. When the pigs recognlzed 
them, they automat!cally pounced 
on the brothers, the oniy reason 
this went down was because we 
dldn't start tiring on pigs when 
the detonators went off, as they had 
pl anne d, The pi g c hie f faggo t M i 11 e r 
was so frustrated and itchy he 
openly invited individual Panthers 
to a shöot-out. 

Everyone on the Street was stop¬ 
ped and thoroughly searched even 
sisters. When sisters objected to 
the search the new pig rifle, Mark 
1 0, was shoved ui their faces. The 


pigs purposely tried to push people 
into reactlng. In the end üve bro- 
thers were arrested, Riehard 
Smithe was charged with loitering 
when he refused to show hls red- 
book, Jessie White, 20, carrying a 
concealed weapon, $350 baü. Ray- 
mond Owens, 30, Leslie Mays 19, 
and Allen Crawford, 20, were all 
charged with carrying a concealed 
weapon and their baü was $350.

The foed 
they serve is uneatable, asfor my¬ 
self my stomach is very weak and 
I just cannot eat the food, It wou ld 
make me more miserable ihan if I 
didn l t.

June 23 — The morale oi 
tens of thüusdnds of em- 
battled black people in this 
deep south city continues 
unbroken as Rev, Ralph 
Davtd Abemathy fasted in 
Charleston jail today to 
press the demands of the 
hospita! workers in their 
bitter strike. 

The workers, mainly black wo- 
mm, crowded the tinion hall cn 
East Bay Street with their hus- 
bands and children today to plan 
another demonstration this after- 
noon. They face arrests and po- 
lice attack if they carry through 
their plan. Policeare everywhere 
in this city. armed with Four-foot 
hiekory clubs and with riot guns 
at the ready. 

Hundreds ol National Guards* 
men stand on alert at the armory 
nearby. Several strike supporters 
were beaten yesterday when Rev. 
Abemathy, Hosea Williams and 
other leaders of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
were arrested while leading 
prayers for a just settlement 

The prisoners were charged 
with incitement fo riot and 
placed under $50,000 bail. 

A massive campaign of civil 
disobedience was called for by 
Rev. Abemathy to force the truc- 
ulent state admimstration to grant 
the workers' demands. 

"My husband asked me to re¬ 
port that he and SCLC witl be 
here until the workers secure a 
decent living wage/' declared 
Mrs, Abemathy, at a press con¬ 
ference this momihg. She said 
that the Medical College hospi¬ 
ta) and county hospital must ap- 
prove a grievance committee 
that wili ensure for the workers 
"meanmgful procedures for pro¬ 
leet ing and maintaining their 
rights."

Los Angeles, June 23 - Two white 
youths are dead from recent shoot- 
lngs by trlgger-happy cops here. 

On June 12, Donald Lee Oughton 
was on hls way home to watch 
wrestling on televlsion. It was 
early evening and CXighton, who had 
a major speech defect, was Cros¬ 
sing an over pa ss over the Holly¬ 
wood Freeway. Oölcers Henry 
Kennedy, a rook ie and Nor man F, 
O'Mally were in search of a re-* 
ported snlper. 

Oughton, who was reportedly 
running, according to the police 
version, suddenly slowed toawalk. 
TMs aroused their suspi dons, 
Caught in the headlights of the 
police car Oughton was ordered to 
halt. He did so, and reached for 
hls pocket apparently to get out 
the card with his name and ad- 
dress which he al way s car ried for 
Identification because of hls speech 
impediment. 

Kennedy shouted to his partner. 


"Watch out he f 5 got a gun." He 
then üred, missing Oughton but hit- 
ting hls partner, 0*Malley, In the 
finger» O^Malley then shot the 
young man, Oughton was dead on 
arrival at the Central Ree el ving 
Hospital. 

The following nlght, Frank Bran- 
don, 23, sonofDr. Robert Branden, 
former mayor of Burbank, was 
killed by police bul tets. A single 
blast from the 12 gauge shotgun of 
Officer Robert H. Jacobs ended his 
life, 

From all indlcaüons, Brandon 
had been at a bar on Magnolia 
Blvd. It was past 2 a.m. Police 
officers shouted from outside for 
the man ln the bar to come out, 
then Üred through the opague wln- 
dow and killed Brandon. 

"Why dldn't they use teargas?” 
asked his father, former mayor 
Brandon, who is a dentist.

Erica should be a stinging rebuke to all manifes- 
tations of male chauvinims within our ranks, That 
we must purge our ranks and our hearts, and our 
minds, and our understanding of any chauvinism, 
chauvinistic behavior of dlsrespectful behavior 
toward women. That we must too recognize that a 
woman can be just as revolutionary as a man and 
that she has equal stature, that, along with men, 
and that we cannot prejudice her in any manner, 
that we cannot relegate her to an inferior position, 
That we have to recognize our women as our equals 
and that revolutionary standerds of principles de- 
mand that we go to great lengths to see to it that 
disciplinary action is taken on all levels against 
those who manifest male chauvinism behavior. 

Because the liberation of women is one of the 
most important issues facing the world today. 
Great efforts have been made in various parts óf 
the world to do something about this, but 1 know 
from my own experienee that the smouldering and 
the buraing of the flame decend for liberation of 
women in Babylon is the issue that is going to 
explode, and if we’re not careful it’s going to de- 
stroy our ranks, destroy our organization, be¬ 
cause women want to be liberated just as all op- 
pressed people want to be liberated, 

So if we want to go around and call ourselves 
a vanguard organization, then we’ve got to be the 
vanguard in all our behavlour, and to be the van¬ 
guard also in the area of women's liberation and 
set an example in that area, and all of us to start 
being respectful and not condescending and patron- 
izlng, but to really understand and look upon this 
question, recognize, that women are our other half, 
they’re not our we aker half, they’re not our 
stronger half, but they are our other half and that 
we sell ourselves out, we sellourchüdrenout, and 
, sell our women out wheh we treatthem in any 
other manner. 

We have to be very careful about that, and Sis¬ 
ter Erica Huggins is a shtning example of a re¬ 
volutionary woman wbose been meted out the same 
kind of injustice from the pig power structure that 
a revolutionary man receives. So they didn’t put 
her in a powder puffedcell, They did not make life 
easy for her. But the pigs recognized a revolu¬ 
tionary woman to be just as much a threat as a 
revolutionary man. 

And so we recognize that we also have a duty to 
stop inflicting injustices of misuse of women, We 
have to be very careful about that, and we all know 
the problem. But Tm saying that it's mandatory, 
the Minister of Defense Huey P, Newton has said 
that it is mandatory that all manifestations of male 
chauvinism be excluded from our ranks and that 
sisters have a duty and the right to do wh at ever 
they want to do in order to see to it that they are 
not relegated to an inf erior position, and that 
they’re not treated as mough they are not equal 
members of the Party and equal in all regards.

nounced that the prellmlnary hear¬ 
ing was dismissed, and that Mi¬ 
chael has just been secretly in¬ 
dicie d lor murder by the Santa 
Ana Grand Jury, 

The D,A, realized that he would 
have to present his non-existent 
evldence at the scheduled prellm- 
inary hearing (which is open to the 
public), so he made the strategie 
move ol having the prellmlnary 
dismlssed and a secret indictment 
handed down to save face and to 
maintain the trumped-up charges, 
The 42 people who were able to 
squeeze Into the small courtroom 
went into an uproar, The approx- 
lmately 150 per sous unable to gei 
into the courtroom were outslde 
petitiorüng lor a larger courtroom. 
This comblned group then moved 
on the newsmen outslde who were 
bad ge ring Michael* s father and 
wife for statements and answers 
to quesüons. 


Panthers who had been unable to 
get into the courtroom were poli¬ 
tici zing and selllng papers. The 
people responded with many ques- 
tions about Fascism, and the Pigs 
responded with concrete examples. 

Previously, various membersof 
the Los Angeles and iianta Ana 
Branches of the Black Panther 
Party had been plcked up and har- 
assed (and one beat en) on sus- 
piclon of murder in connection with 
the Santa Ana case. Also, Panthers 
from L.A, who have been attending 
court hearings In Santa Ana have 
been stopped for no reason every 
time they have been ln Santa Ana, 
They have had Panthers' Legal 
Defense literature, materials and 
Information taken and photograph- 
ed without legal warrants of any 
kind, The people knew of these 
incidents and remembered them 
when we appeared at the court¬ 
room, This has helped to build 
up the understanding and support 
of the community, partlcularly for 
Michael and the Panthers for the 
lnsane treatment we havereceived 
from the plgs under the gulse of 
law and order, But gene rally the 
Santa Ana community has come to 
under stand exactly how Fascism, 
capitallsm, and racism worlc, 

Michael’s trial date has been set 
for July 21, 1969. The community

This can only be viewed as an- 
ofcher instance of pig harassment, 
Any time a minister is questioned 
beeause his church is where Free 
Breakfast is served, It is an o- 
vert action taken by the pigs a- 
gainst the people of Harlem, 

The Black Panther Party Is here 
to serve the people, The free 
breakfast for children program 
is Harlem’s Free Breakfast Pro¬ 
gram, It is part of the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party's nationwide program, 
whfch is taking food from the ava- 
ri clous businessmen and giving it 
back to the people, By September 
1969, when school reopens, the 
Black Panther Party will start 
1,000 Free Breakfast Programs 
cross-country, 

In a desperate attempt to stop

Thursday, June 19, Deputy 
Chairman Fred faced an indict- 
ment charge of aggravated kid¬ 
napping, assault and batte ry. His 
bond was reduced from the absurd 
$100,000 to a ridicülous sum of 
$30, Ö0Ö . Theeapitalistrulingclass 
has still denied Fred an appeal 
bond for the frame-up of the Ice- 
cream robbery. The same ruling 
class called the cold- blooded mur¬ 
der of Manuel Ramos as Justifiabie 
hom lelde. The same ruling class 
allowed the pigs who beat Charles 
Cox to death in the Fillmore pig 
station to go scot-free, 

Serving the people has cost De¬ 
puty Chairman Fred his freedom,

Witnesses state the re was no 
siren or iight going on the squad 
car, Nate nov.' lies in County Gen¬ 
eral Hospi tal with a b roken leg 
and head injuries, Contradictory 
statements have been released to 
the newspapers by the pigs. First 
it was reported that the pigs 
weren 1 1 sure if the si ren or light 
was on or not* A later news art- 
iele stated both the light and siren 
we re going, We know, and witnes¬ 
ses state, that this is a lie* During 
Nate's first day of hospital! zat ion, 
although he w r as in some pain and 
his left leg was in a tract, the pigs 
feit he needed two guards and hand- 
euffs on his right leg* FBI agents 
have been bot her ing him since he 
en te red the hospita!, seeking In¬ 
formation about the Party. This 
continued harassment must stop. 
Within three days the pigs have got- 
ten together and dlstorted the whole 
story* Even with evidenee pointing 
to the pigs as belng guilty, Nate 
is belng charged with carrying a 


concealed weapon, faüure toyield, 
and reckless driving. However, let 
it be clear to everyone concerned 
that this brother will not be used 
by the pigs to take the blame from 
the pigs.

On May 29 ? 3969, the Milwau¬ 
kee Pig Department sent out four 
of thelr finest to ha rass a 13- 
year old girl. Karen Stewart of 
2125 North Palmer was look ing out 
for her younger brothers and sis¬ 
ters for a few minutes unül her 
mother returned. The chlldren 
were playing in the yard when the 
incident occurred, This is the way 
Karen related the incident: 

“At about 4:20 in the evening, 
m y brothe rs and siste rs we re play- 
ing in our yard, when some white 
kids began throwing roeks at my 
dog, My brother told them to stop. 
The white boys went and got their 
mother* Their mother came Into 
the alley and starled swearing at all 
of us. 1 got all the kids together, 
9 includlng me, and went into the 
house. 


“The police came and Iwouldn't 
Iet them in, so they kicked the door 
down, Two of them came Into the 
house and called me a funky cunt 
and grabbed me and twisted my 
arm* I had to go to the hospital. 
Both of them threatened me and 
called me nasty names* They 
claimed I called them nasty names, 
I didn , t , \ 

In June, Karen had to go to the 
Chlldren Center on a dlsorderly 
conduct charge* Karen left Doc¬ 
tor’ s Hopsital with bruises on her 
arms and back and a split lip, 

If anyone should be charged with 
disorderly conduct, it should be the 
Pigs, 

The re are still questions to be 
answered, such as : 

1) Why the pigs feit it was their 
duty to kick down the door? 


2) Why they dragged a 13 year 
old girl from her home and left 
9 small chlldren? 

3) Why the pigs did not bring all 
party's together to see what the 
problem was? 

We do have the answer s: any- 
time it takes 2 pigs todragayoimg 
girl away they must be punks, We 
cannot - must not - allow the pigs 
to co me into our communlties and 
ha rass and misuse our people. 

The Black Panther Party see's 
this as a clear violation of point 
7 of the TEN POINT PLATFORM 
(7) “We want an immediate end to 
police brutality and murder of 
Black people,"

PIGS REFUSE TO RETURN SUPPLIES 


Charges were dropped against 
six of the eight Panthers who were 
arrestecl June 4, w hen F BI agents, 
Federal Marshalls, and local pigs 
illegally en te red the Illinois Chap- 
ter's office, 

The six went before the U S, 
Commissioner June 20, facing the 
federal charge of harboring a fu- 
gitive, The charge was dropped 
when attornies for the federal gov- 
ernment asked for 10 more daysto 
prepare lts case, This is theusual 
trick the pigs play when they can T t 
find a pig to pay to testify, can't 
manufacture evidenee to make 
illegal charges hold up ln court, 
Thei r mot ion was denied when Ker- 
mit Coleman, attorney for the Pan¬ 
thers declared that he was ready* 


After the charges were dropped, 
Kermit Coleman presented a peti- 
Uon to recover thsupplies. money 
and equipment stolen by the federal 
pigs, The pig judge declared that 
he dldn't have the jurisdiction to 
order the federal government to 
return the goods it stole* However, 
he is a U.S. Commissioner and ha * 
jurisdiction to see Federal Cases; 
this seems like thetypical harass¬ 
ment the Party receives in the 
courts, The pigs committed an 11- 
legal act against the Party and the 
fooi courts are unwilling and unable 
to force the same ptgs to return 
the money, essays, petltlons, and 
equipment stolen and replace the 
supplies, furnitnre, and food des- 
troyed. The fascist gove rnment has 


the power to order pig wrecking 
crews to de stro y the office but the 
same government doesn't have the 
power to order the pigs to fix 
what they destroyed. When the gov- 
ernmenfc is unable to correct lts 
wrongs, resolve lts struggles, and 
r es train lts offlcers, then that gov¬ 
ernment should be abolished and 
a newr one instituted to insure that 
the people will not become victims 
of violent FASCÏËM.

What We Want 


3* Wc want an end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of our Black 
Community, 

We believe that this racist government has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt o £ forty acres and two mules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as resütution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed lo our niaiiy communities. The Germans are now 
aiding the Jews in Israël for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger¬ 
mans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken part in 
the slaughter of over fiftv million black people: therefore, we feel thal this 
is a modest demand that we make 



4, We want decent housing, fit for shelter oUiuman beings 


We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community, Uien the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so thal our community. with government aid, can build and 
make decent housing for ils people. 


5. We want edueation for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want edueation that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 


We believe in an educational System that wilJ give to our people a knowT 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the worid, then he has little chance to reiale to anything 
else. 


6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service 


We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mili¬ 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the worid who, like black 
people, are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary 


7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MORDER 
of black people. 


We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
gaiüzing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense, M . 


8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, eoimty 
and city prisous and jatls. 

We believe that all black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartiaï trial. 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or 'people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States, 

We believe that the courts should foilow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group, A peer 
is a person from a simüar economie, social, religieus, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historica! and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant ca me. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man" of the black 
community. 


lf>. We want land, bread, housing, edueation, clolhing, justice and peaee. 
And as our major polïtical objeclive* a United Natioïis-supervlsed piebis- 
cite lo be held throughout the black colony in which onlv black colonial 
subjccts will be allowed to partidpate, for the purpose of determinlng the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 


When, in the course of hu man events, it hecomes necessary for one 
people to dtssolve the politica! bands which have connected them with 
another, and lo assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature T s God entitle them, a 
decent respect lo the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evidenl, that all men are ereated equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are Ufe. liberly, and the pursuit of happiness. That to 
secure these rights, govcrnmenls are instiUited among men, deriving their 
iusl powers from the consent of the governed; that, wbenever any Ibrm of 
government hecomes destructive of these eiids, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolisli 11, and to instUiite a new government layiiig its 
foundation on sueh principles, and orgaiiiziiig its powers in sueh form, us 
to them siiall scem most likeiy to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
deuce, indeed, will dictate that govermnenls Song estal .<ed should not 
be ehanged for light and transient causes: and. accordingly, all experience 
hath shown, that mankind are more dLsposed to sulfer, while evils are 
suffe ra hl e. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms lo which they 
are aecustomed. Bul, when a long train of abuses and unsurpations, pur- 
Miing imariublv the sa me object, evinees a design to reriuce them luider ab¬ 
solute despotism, it is their right, it is their duty. to throw off sueh govern¬ 
ment, and to provUle new guards for their fut ure security.
